apple or pear trees grown on them. An area west of Wapato where apple 
and pear trees have historically been grown is shown as potentially 
affected, even though it is Tribal property.

This map was developed in 2003 to support the Area-Wide Soil 
Contamination Task Force.  It is based on information available at that 
time and is intended to provide a general indication of where elevated 
levels of arsenic and lead in soil may be present due to historical use of 
lead arsenate pesticides, so individuals and communities can assess 
whether to look in to additional information on area-wide soil 
contamination.
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
